CHAPTER 16.

AN ACT to amend chapter 33, laws of 1893, section 8, as amended by chapter 112, laws
of 1897, chapter 117, laws of 1903 and chapter 538, laws of 1913, relating to terms
of the superior ecourt for Douglas county.

The people of the state of Wisconsim, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

Secrion 1. Chapter 33, laws of 1893, section 8, as amended by chapter 112, laws
of 1897, chapter 117, laws of 1903, and chapter 538, laws of 1913, is amended to read:

(Chapter 33, Laws of 1893) Section 8. The terms of said superior court shall be
held on the first Monday in January, the first Monday in * * * April and the first
Monday in October in each year. A jury shall be summoned for the first day of each of
said terms unless otherwise ordered by said eourt. Jurors shall be chosen for said terms
of said superior court, by the same persons, in the same manner, as jurors in the circuit
court are now chosen, and all the provisions of law and rules of practice relating to the
selection, qualifications, duties and compensation of jurors in the circuit court, shall be
applicable in said superior court. The original venire of jurymen for each term shall
be summoned by a notice prepared by the clerk of the superior court, addressed to each
of the jurymen drawn for service ag aforesaid at his post-office address, and deposited at
the post office in Superior, postage prepaid. The clerk shall thereafter make and file a
statement of such mailing, which shall be prima facie evidence of the veceipt of such
notice by each juryman to whom it is addressed.

SECTION 2. Any provision in confliet with the provisions of this act is, as to said
court and to the extent of the conflict, supplanted by the provisions of this section.
